paration for ftorming Placentia, .andin the mean tim 
bombarding the Place, in order to render it lefs tenable; 


to prevent the Enemy’s Retreat, and to employ the refs 
fome Expedition of Importance, that might contributes. 
raife the Repptation of the Arms of the Allies, at the fam 
time fenlibly diflrefS the Enemy. The Voices of the lm 
perial Generals are {aid to be pretty equally divided, wit 
refpe& to thefé three Proje@s, but it was generally com 
ceived, the Majority were for attacking Placentia. 
We have not as yet any certain Account of his Map 
fty’s Sentiments, but if we may depend upon fome pi 
vate Letters from the Camp, he does not abfolutely 
prove any of thefe Proje&ts. He apprehends, that it wi 
be a very difficult thing to guard fo many Pofts as iti}, 
requifite to guard, for any Length of Time ;_he thi 
the ftorming of Placentia can only tend to ruin and 
ftroy that City, which, if it fhould be taken, would 
found ouly to coptain.a very {imal} Gartifon, and a 
Number of Sick and Wounded, which it would be 
greet Advantage ta have falleninto their Hands. But 
leaft of all inclines to think of undertaking any Expedii 
on with the grand Army, ’tiJl fome End or other is 
to this Affair. His Majetty-therefore would be be

It. is in- 
deed faid, that the Venetians have given the Infant Leave 
to draw Subfiftence from the State of Crema, as alfo 
from the Breffau, and the Veronefe ; but ’tis thought this 
wit! be of lithe Confeqnence, for the following Rea- 
fons: The Imperialifts have already carried off all the 
Provifions and Forage they could ‘meet with in the firft 
of thefe Territories, they have alfo form'’d a Cordon of 
Troops a-crofs a uarrow Tra& of Country in the Mila- 
nefe, through which the Convoys maft neceffarily pafs, 
froin the other two Diftrits. As for the City of Pla- 
Centia, all the People of any Condition are already retir- 
éd; and as forthe poorer fort, they are maintained, tho’ 
in a miferable Manner, out of the Magazines of the 
Garrifon, and are employed in burying the Dead, in la- 
bouring onthe Works, and in putting out the Fires oc- 
cafioned by the throwing of Bombs into the Place.
